What had been a § raight land swap between the Board of 
Education and the ci F eonenaia the Gz:‘ield School site for 
the city's interest in a .9 acre parking lot at Central High 
School, became embroiled in controversy as the city adminis- 
tration expressed reservations about the swap. The mayor's 
office questioned whether the city was getting fair value for 
release of its claim on the Central High School land, which 
could be worth millions of dollars if sold to business interests. 

City Council agreed to table the land swap until the Office of 
Budget and Managemient (OBM) could have the various sites 


$250,000. 

Hammond has given his tentative approval of the proposal, 
pending agreement of terms with the school board. “Council is 
committed to the development of the King Center, and Gar- 


field School is part of that development." Hammond aide Ako -

Everyone knows that a busi- 
ness like Cablé television, with 
its high capital costs and high- 
technology base, is a field 
which Blacks don’t have the 
expertise to enter, let alone 
succeed in! But somehow, 
Johnson has taken an auda- 
cious act and made it into a 
success story--and highligh- 
ted the successes of a number 
of Black cable entrepreneurs 
nationwide. 

When KBLE began service 
Oct. 1, 1978, it was the first of 
its kind in the nation: a Black- 
owned cable company. A 
number of problems con- 
fronted Blacks attempting to 
get into the cable industry. The 
cost of wiring an area for cable 
is so high that it precluded 
most Blacks from obtaining 
financing for such a venture. 
And, there were very few 
Blacks who had the experience 
to compete in the field. But 
even though Johnson, who 
was at the time a successful 
corporate and tax attorney, 
confronted those obstacles, he 
was not overcome by them. 

Today, KBLE services 
approximately 40 percent of 
the homes on the east side, an 
area with more than 30,000 res- 
idences. And, Johnson has 
been awarded franchises in 
both Seattle and St. Louis. 

Johnson is one of 16 Black 
cable operators in the country.

Hazardous waste plants not 
ideal in residential areas 


: Columbus Health Department, the 


The toxic spili from a Georgia-Pacific Corporation, resin 
plant on the Southside of Columbus; the proposed chemi- 
cal waste storage plant by the McKesson Chemical Com- 
pany on Moler Road, and the plan by the Northend Com- 
munity Corporation to build a recycling plant at 1825 E. 
Mound St., pose triangular problems for residents in the 
area and citizens of Franklin County at large. 

We believe that-an equitable solution-can come about 
with efforts by both the community and public officials. 

There is a modicum of logic to the citizens’ concern. 
They don't want to live in an area mired in hazardous 
wastes, dust and gas spills. 

It appears that business interests and environmental 
safety of citizens are at loggerheads. 

Neighbors of the Georgia-Pacific Corp. want the plant 
relocated in the wake of the May 7 spill of phenol and 
formaldehyde compounds. They are concerned that the 
spill could touch off an environmental nightmare like the 
Lovp Canal, NY catastrophe. We believe that their con- 
cerns are valid and warrant immediate attention. 

Residents say that during the past seven years, there 
have been about seven different chemical spills from the 
plant at 1795 Watkine Rd. 

Southside United Neighbors and other concerned citi- 
zens also have complained about the McKesson Chemical 
Storage Plant at 1795 E. Mater Rd. aloceticn which they 
Seis wo te s to their health. 

There are also the citizens who protested the site of a 
recyciing plant on E. Mound Street. They too, have the right 
‘to worry about possible dangers to their health. 

Two weeks ago, the Columbus City: Council voted 
against a permit for the Northend Community Corp. for a 
recycling plant on E. Mound Street. We applaud that action. 

Concerns of citizens are air pollution, depreciation of 
property and a repeat incident of chemical spill. 

Residents can't stand the heat of hazardous wastes and 
recycling plants.

tinehart pleases Rinehart; some Blacks skeptical

“Feisty,” “dggressive,” 
dynamic,” “coffibative.” 

All of those words--and 
jthers--have been used to 
iescribe the diminutive 37- 
year-old Mayor of Columbus.

But style can tend to over- 
shadow substance, and ques- 
fons remain: how has Dana 
(“The Buck Stops Here”) Rine- 
hart carried out his responsibil- 
ities as Columbus’ 45th Mayor? 
And, what initiatives can city 
residents expect from the 
Rinehart administration? 

A wide-ranging interview 
with The CALL & POST, and 
comments gathered from local 
black leaders, point toward 
disparate views of the Mayor's 
successes. Although most 
local Black leaders surveyed 
felt Rinehart was to be com- 
mended for the energy and 
drive he has brought to the

Typical of the responses was 
that of Board of Education 
President Gary Holland, who, 
while congratulating Rinehart 
for “giving the city a sense of 
energy and a need to move 
forward,” also felt it was “far 
too early” to evaluate the may- 
or's performance. 

“There are no solid accomp- 
lishments he can point to yet, 
although he has thrown out a 
bunch of ideas,” according to 
Holland. “He has yet to con- 
vince the Black. community 
that he is going to do anything 
differently. He needs to focus 
some attention in neighbor- 
hood area, particularly among 


the Black constituency, if he is 
to be a mayor of all the people.” 
Although Frank Lomax, 
president of the Columbus 
Urban League, felt Rinehart 
was “not doing badly at all" and 
that he had “made strides inthe 
right direction” in his hiring of 
minorities, City Council Presi- 
dent Jerry Hammond was 
more restrained. 
r been overly 
impressed with his. appoint- 
ments of minorities in the 
Office of Budget and Manage- 
ment and the Department of 
Administrative Services,” 
Hammond said. “There are no 
high-ranking Blacks in either 
of those departments, and all 
high-ranking policy and 
resource allocation decisions 
are being made in the Office of 
Budget and Management.”

The revised edition of “200 yeers 
of Black Cookery” is expanded to 
include a wider variety of recipes. 


Also included is historical infor- 


mation about soul food. 

She discovered that cooking 
was one of the first creative art 
forms of Black Americans and that 
the food preparation of Black 
Americans has made an impact on 
the diets of American whites. 

The masters of households 
taught slave cooks the English 
method techniques, and the slave 
then added her own techaniques 
she brought from Africa, which 
when combined resutted in soul 
food. 

The house slave had a big 
budget and cookedonly the choic- 
est cuts of meats. The field slave 
who cooked for her own family 


was not so fortunate. Their diets‘ 


consisted of leftovers such as pig- 
tails, pig ears, feet, nose and head, 
which were considered undesira- 
ble for the master's household. 
The slaves used those pig parts to 
make hoghead cheese. 

One of the most famous pork 
scrap foods were chitterlings 
(pig's intestines) which are a deli- 
cacy today. Chitterlings were first 
buried but the field hands later dug 
them up and used them for food.

Recycling plant loses battle with southeast community group 


Columbus City Council voted unanimously Monday against 
granting a permit to the Northend Community Center Corp., to 
operate a recycling plant at 1825 E. Mound St., a location 
which the Southeast Community Organization (SECO) does 
not go along with.
